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Butserfest is an annual festival held at Butser Hill in the beautiful 
countryside of Queen Elizabeth Country Park Hie usually idyllic 
setting was somewhat dampened (literally) by a torrential downpour 
early on which continued throughout the day but the joviality of the 
festival goers, and the obvious competence of the festival organisers 
ensured that a wonderful day w T as had by all attending. 

Hie first band we managed to catch was Faultlines. A quality dual 
vocal attack from the two singers and a watertight band left 11 s eager 
to check out more from this band. A fantastic Warped tour-ish 
metalcore band oozing profess ionality and catchy song writing. Lots 
of potential. 

Hie worst of the rain passed over as we were waiting for Zoax to hit 
the main stage. Frontman Adam Carroll captivated the audience by 
running into the audience mid set, becoming a nucleus of energy 
by stealing items of clothing off fans and forcing them to dance. 
Intimidating, friendly and interesting are three words we would use 
to describe this singer, but this isn t to take away from the rest of the 
band who were sonically on point. 

Back to the Crossroads stage tent for a bit of Post-Hardcore laden 
with emotion. Hie droney ambience and interesting drum beats were 
the highlight of their performance. Its clear that intense emotion is 
a key part of their music and some of this was lost through lack of 
projection throughout the tent, but nevertheless the set was solid and 
has peaked our interest for their new record later this month. 

Our Hollow Our Home hit the main stage. Hiis band reminded 
us of a lot of Rise records, mis-classified metalcore bands, as they 
are neither particularly metal or hardcore. Hie thing that separates 
this band from all of those, was the vocal performance of Connor 
Hallisey. Disgusting, howl tightening low screams were everything 
w T e needed to keep us watching them in the, now light, rain. 

Rap metal is a concise way to describe the next band we caught. 
Hie One Hundred. Hiey played to the biggest crowd so far in the 
Crossroads stage tent. People spilling out the side, the band packed 
a real punch with the vocal work of Jacob Field demonstrating 
talent ranging from heavy screaming through to rapping. Hie band 
teased some new material at this show and its left us excited for 
their next release. 
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Following on from their full band set earlier, 
Casey pitched up at a, now dry, acoustic 
shack; a makeshift barn enclosing a hay 
bale auditorium, with exclusive access to 
competition winners. At the beginning of 
the set, the band looked nervous and out of 
their comfort zone, but with a little positive 
reception from the audience, they confidently 
played touching drawn back renditions of a 
few of their tracks. Fans of the band were so 
captivated by this curve ball set that the band 
was coerced into an impromptu encore with 
an unprepared song that was fantastically 
heartfelt. 

Blood Youth up next at the Crossroads stage. 
Merging hardcore riffs and vocals, with catchy 
choruses, the band keep the attention of a 
hugely varied crowd. Perhaps the most varied 
of the day, ranging from very young girls to 
men in their late twenties all moshing happily 
together for a full 30 minutes. Blood Youth 
are one of the best examples we have in the 
UK for accessibility to heavier music for an 
uneducated audience, displaying technical 
proficiency, cohesion and overall musical 
talent. An impressive set from a band w T e aren't 
too familiar with but hopefully in the future we 
will be singing along with their catchy as hell 
choruses. 



Onto our only attendance at the introducing 
stage all day. Tills stage had to be relocated to 
the acoustic shack due to technical difficulties 
caused by the hellish weather earlier in the 
day. High Down seemed to have a huge 
local following with their merchandise being 
worn by many of the attendees. High Down 
are a brand new pop punk band from the 
south coast, who boasted strong memorable 
song writing for a band so young in the scene. 
On top of this they appear to have a very 
professional approach to stage performance, 
fully engaging the audience from start to 
finish. Definitely ones to look out for in the 
future if you’re into the likes of Neck Deep, 
New Found Glory and State champs. 


Crossroads stage headliners Creeper have 
gained a lot of mysterious notoriety recently 
from an immersive, engaging PR campaign 
involving the band going missing, a possible 
murder mystery and the utilisation of modern 
technology to captivate their fans. Hie band 
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fuses emo, goth and punk together in a way we’ve not seen since 
the early days of My Chemical Romance and A FI. They took to the 
stage in a shroud of back lit smoke. Their set, full of sing alongs and 
circle pits was our favourite of the day. The vocal and stage talent of 
frontman#Vill Gould, paired with pitch perfect backing voans from 
Hannah Greenwood really nj^Hq^n Afensely pleasant experience. 
It was clear from the band s reaction that they were surprised at the 
number of people singing their lyrics back to them, reaching an 
apex during ballad Misery) where the audience sang the majority of 
the lyrics back to the band unprompted. This was all topped off by 
another our second impromptu encore of the day Gould explaining 
“we haven’t played tills one in a while and Ollie doesn’t think he even 
remembers how to play it”. It was completely unplanned but executed 
brilliantly. Within the next year. Creeper are going to be a worldwide 
phenomenon. 


Finishing off the day headliners Mallory Knox tore up the main stage 
with their brand of inoffensive pop-rock. Mallory Knox are Butserfest 
veterans with 3 appearances over the years and its clear that a large 
majority of the crowd are here mostly for this band. The accessible 
nature of this bands music confirmed their status as headliners of this 
family-centric festival.

After taking some time off Hirowfest is back! Moving 
away from its home in Bridgend to facilitate a bigger 
and more diverse line up, with all the venues being 
literally a matter of steps away from each other, we 
have a lot to cover today 

First up is Belial, a band who hail from Swindon. You 
couldn't ask for a more disgusting wake up call. Hie 
band deal out filthy and downright brutal deathcore 
riffs and bludgeon like it s all they know. Hie sound is 
slightly muddy, which loses some of the impact of the 
songs but die band are still impressively tight. OG of 
the scene Jamie Harrison is fighting illness today but 
still manages to blow away a lot of his contemporaries. 

Staying in the main room we take a drastic change 
to the world of hardcore with new kids on the block 
Grove Street Families. Its an energetic performance 
that's fuelled by the bands ability to mix old school 
hardcore punk witli modern day core riffs. Hie first 
pits of the day open up and these kids are out to have a 
good time. Hie almost rap style delivery accompanies 
the feel and aesthetic of GSF perfectly and is one of 
the highlights of the day 

Some late changes are made and local boys When 
We Were Wolves are moved onto the main stage 
and instantly look at home. Hieir modern take on 
metalcore starts oft with blistering precision but soon 
conies across as ploddy and ambition-less. Hie career 
ofWWWW has been very stop start and would defeat 
most bands but these guys live and breathe what they 
create which we commend them for. Hiey definitely 
show it in their performance giving all they have to 
familiar faces and first timers in Clwb Ifor Bach. 

Junior bring the pop punk and take the title of 
lightest' band on the bill this afternoon. Playing to 
a modest amount over the walkway in Fuel the guys 
bring a more positive tone to todays proceedings. 
Hiere’s good banter in between songs but things start 
to turn when everyone realises that this room is hot 
as fuck. Many cant bear the conditions and dip out 
onto the street, which is a shame as this was one of 
the more Tun sets. 
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Coming over the bridge from Bristol 
is metal unit Heaven Asunder. 
Setting up in the corner of a stage less 
room the band are only separated bv 
cables and monitors, but it makes 
for a more intimate and immediate 
impact. Ferocious metal rids are on 
the menu and the 5 piece deliver 
them with confidence and aplomb.

Another local group now and 
back over to the furnace in Fuel 
for melodic hardcore newcomers 
Holding Absence. Its an emotional 
showing from the young lads with 
Lucas Woodland voice soaring and 
sounding far too big for a venue of 
this size. One of the biggest and best 
sets to take place in Fuel all day, with 
a powerhouse performance on the 
drums by Ashley Green who looks 
absolutely spent afterwards. 


Continents take to the main stage 
and kick things off with the short 
and raw T taken from latest album 
Reprisal. Hie band are a man down 
again but that doesn't stop guitarist 
and songwriter Darryl Sweet filling 
the room with huge slabs of riffs and 
technicality. Vocalist Phil Cross is in 
a pissed off mood today, he takes the 
time on stage to vent about the music 
industry and puts all the hatred and 
resentment into the final few songs. 
Everyone in the room vibes off his 
sentiments and cues a stage invasion 
during closer Pegasus, Pegasus' and 
the beatdown heavy II* One of the 
sets of the day. 


Due to Broken Teeth being late the 
nice guys in Create To Inspire swap 
slots and take their turn upstairs in 
the main room. What we like about 
CTI is on display for all to see today, 
melodic hardcore with balls and 
a passionate performance. Sean 
Mids oil’s screams pierce through 
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the monitors as the band bulk up 
the attack with scathing execution. 
Its a friendly atmosphere in Cardiff 
today as Mid son takes and wears one 
punters hat for a song and gets into 
the front rows of the crowd. Having 
seen the guys a few weeks ago we 
couldn’t wait to hear the new songs 
again and they sounded even better 
today. 


Hacktivist come on late but instantly 
their set descends into chaos. 
People pile over onto the stage as 
the crossover crew deal deadly blow 
after blow. Undeniable groove and 
thick textured riffs prove to be the 
keys to success for the Milton Keynes 
group. The vocal trade off of J Hurley 
and Ben Marvin is executed with 
frightening ease as they instigate 
crowd surfers and sheer carnage in 
the pit, with the upstairs room full 
to the brim to witness something 
special. 


-After that spectacle and amount of fun 
it almosf looks as if headliners I Killed 
Hie Prom Queen have it all to do. With 
ithe crowd tiring and Knuckiedust on 
dovaistairs the Aussie metal veterans 
look like they would rather be anywhere 
else. In the midst of a european tour 
and this being the first UK date the 
band maybe suffering from exhaustion 
as the set is fairly static even though the 
crowd, many who have been waiting 
for this moment for some time scoop 
up any enthusiasm they can. 'Sharks In 
Your Mouth one of the best metakore 
songs of the past decade sounds dated 
and its actually the newer tracks off 
of last album Beloved that breathe life 
into the set and get the fans pumped. 
A disappointing end to an otherwise 
stellar day of all tilings hardcore, metal, 
punk and rock Same time next year?

With the announcement of Coheed and 
Cambrias main stage appearance at Reading 
Festival 2016, the, now commonplace, warm 
up gigs were booked with the band playing a 
short run of three shows in the UK leading op 
to the festival. The first band of the evening 
was me without You. Their post-hardcore mixed 
with spoken word style seemed to go down 
a treat with the fans there at early doors , with 
a healthy congregation in the lower area of 
the Kentish Town Forum. There was a lack of 
onstage energy which may have been affected 
by the sound in the venue, that didn’t even seem 
to reach the edge of the room. 

Next up was La Dispute, which was seemingly 
more of the same style of music. Another 
post-hardcore, spoken word band, who 
encapsulate a lot of emotion in the performance 
of die vocalist. The most notable feature of La 
Disputes set was the sensitive vulnerability of 
the lead vocals. When the instrumentals were a 
little drawn back, you could really latch onto the 
intense emotion of die lyrical content. As the 
evening progressed and the room filled out, the 
sound strength of the onstage sound improved 
drastically and by the end of La Disputes set, the 
front of house sounded huge and set die stage 
appropriately for Coheed and Cambria. 

An unconventional start to Coheed and 
Cambrias set with acoustic song Ghost being 
played out by the two guitarists of the band 
on a pitch black stage with a spotlight on each 
person. The dulcet tones, and technical mastery 
of Claudio Sanchezs voice was apparent from 
the first note. A wonderfully captivating start. 
From dien onwards, die band astound us 
with a skilfully selected mix of old and new; 
with songs from 6 of their 8 albums making 
an appearance. Their previous trip to the UK, 
touring The Colour Before the Sun seemed to 
lack songs from that particular album, but we 
w T ere absolutely spoilt this time round, with 
over half of that album present in the set. Hie 
highlight of dieir set was their slow, emotional, 
engaging, chorus heavy song Peace to the 


Mountain from The Colour Before the Sun. 
After a hugely energetic set, tills song brought 
the set to a perfect cadence and wound down 
the audience into a perfectly fulfilled stupor. 
The band returned for an encore of three songs, 
latest single YouVe Got Spirit Kid snapped die 
audience out of their captivation, leading to a 
cover of Drain You by Nirvana and finally end 
of show staple* Welcome Home. An excellent 
showcase, from die band, for old and new fans 
alike. Coheed and Cambria never fail to amaze 
us in their huge live sound and pitch perfect 
melodic vocals.

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THURSDAY 

Arriving to the sight of glorious sunshine, spirits are high 
for this years ArcTangent festival. Serving as a Mecca 
for fans of off-kilter, technically challenging, and truly 
eclectic blends of music, the four main stages (as well as 
a smaller one in the side of a truck, courtesy of Boss), are 
seldom less than packed throughout the weekend. 

Instrumental Math Rock band Polymath blend pre¬ 
recorded backing tracks with a varied sound. The 
gathering crowd are appreciative but still, largely owing to 
a lack of moments of reckless abandon and heavy hitting 
riffs. 

Unfortunately Tangled Hair were forced to withdraw 
from the festival for undisclosed reasons, leading to a last 
minute stand in the form of Memory of Elephants, who 
really seized the moment to deliver an electrifying barrage 
of noise rock Utilising amp feedback as an accoutrement 
to their big sounding riffs, the band bring some vitality 
to the early afternoons proceedings. Running the gamut 
of post-rock inspired large space, challenging rhythmic 
interplay and count- the-frets rifling the bands energetic 
stage performance wins the audience, leading to some 
spontaneous outbursts of chicken dancing in die crowd. 

Talons are the first of many out and out post-rock bands 
w T ho will grace the various stages throughout the weekend, 
tempering the spacey soundscapes with some additional 
strings, serving to add an air of urgency and tension to 
die music. The interplay between the strings and guitars 
is intriguing, and they serve up some genuine head bang 
worthy riffs. They dose widi an up-tempo number that 
is surprisingly heavy, and are an early contender for set 
of the festival. 

The Alarmist serve up a set of blissed out indie vibes that 
can only be described as a wedding band playing lounge 
versions of Aphex Twin. 

Sheffields Rolo Tomassi provide a set of the same blend 
of hardcore tinged with math and jazz breakouts theyve 
been tinkering with for years now. Eva stalks die stage, 
alternating between crooning and yelping as the music 
demands. Its functional, but this far into their career it 
feels like theyve got nothing left in their locker to show us. 

The anticipation for Three Trapped Tigers is palpable, 
as die tent fills out before their gear can even be loaded 
onto the stage. The reception once they finally show 
is rapturous, as the hard hitting drums and copious 
synth work, coupled with die jerk} 7 rhythms are cheered 
on maniacally by the crowd. Interaction between die 


musicians on the stage and the crowd are practically non¬ 
existent, but it scarcely matters; the audience are there for 
a recital, and any awkward between song banter would 
only impede on that. 

Axes riff based instrumentalism manages to mingle 
measured passages of relative calm with short sharp 
bursts of frenetic energy. Once again the crowd has its 
hands in the air. 

So far the festival has been very vocal averse. Thursday 
night headliners Mono serve up another helping of big 
sounding post-rock that is becoming increasingly hard to 
swallow as die day rolls on. Emotive post-rock drenched 
in feedback and typified by unhurried build ups, die 
tent is once again full to bursting, but the general mood 
amongst die crowd feels muted. The set is frankly, just too 
monotonous. 

As die darkness descends people retreat back to their tents 
to continue drinking into die early hours, its then that die 
patter of rain begins, and sadly sets the tone for what is to 
follow for the remainder of the weekend. 

FRIDAY 

Spains Viva Belgrade begin proceedings for a thoroughly 
miserable damp and rainy morning on the site as people 
rush to bunker down in the tent Packing delay tinged 
hardcore screams that are occasionally punctuated w T ith 
spoken word sections and long instrumental passages, 
diere is a slight hint of Alexisonfire to dieir sound, or La 
Dispute. 

Intervals are one of the first bands of the weekend to fly 
die flag for metal. Occupying a similar space to Animals 
as Leaders; instrumental songs paired with frequent jaw 
dropping fret histrionics, the sound of the guitars and 
bass are crystal clear. The songs move through different 
themes and feels, but always manage to feel connected. 

Taking to the main stage, Agent Fresco: Re-composed 
offer a different take on Agent Frescos songs, and 
feature members of Talons. Offering synths, strings, 
acoustic and electric guitars, die vibe throughout die 
set is one of eclecticism. Amor Dan Arnarson gives an 
impassioned performance, and offers some insights 
into the background of die songs, such as plosions, 
a song about his recently deceased father, told from the 
perspective of Ills mother, adding an extra layer of pathos 
to proceedings. 

Continuing to build their well-earned reputation for 
chaos, Heck proceed to lay waste during their set, playing 





in a space dearly far too small to cope with their new found 
popularity of the back of debut album. Instructions as the 
crowd, which is ten deep outside jostle to get inside* or at the 
very least get a better view. Some problems with the vocals 
cutting out at irregular intervals are overcome by the sheer 
manic energy of the performance given by the members. 
As is probably expected at this point in time guitarists and 
singers Johnny Hail and Matt Reynolds fly into the crowd 
at some point. The broken foot incurred during their 
main stage performance at 2000 Trees clearly not an issue 
for Johnny. The pitfall of placing emphasis on energy over 
performance is the sound eventually suffers* and as such the 
band are not as good live as they are on record 

Grand Rapids, Michigan’s own La Dispute grace the 
main stage to a huge welcome before launching into, the 
somewhat unorthodox choice of opener* All Our Bruised 
Bodies And The Whole Heart Shrinks before giving way to 
First Reactions After Falling Through the Ice. The set leans 
heavily on die bands most recent album, 2014 s Rooms 
of die House, with a few choice cuts from the preceding 
album Wildlife. Crowd surfers fly overhead constantly, 
and an over-zealous stage invader provides some mirth for 
die audience. Possibly inspired by Hecks showing before 
them the pace rarely lets up as vocalist Jordan Dreyer 
bounces around the stage, rarely staying in the same place 
for long. HUDSONVILLE 1956 sounds massive with 
die audience participation, and closing track Kings Park 
climaxes in Wall of Death inducing carnage, overcoming 
die bewildering sight of bassist Adam Vass standing stock 
still with his back to die crowd for the entirety of their set. 

Godspeed You! Black Emperor play a bumper 90 minute 
set to dose out ArcTangents second day* providing a 
mesmerising visual display to complement their shoe 
gaze, feedback drenched, post rock. The band were 
booked to play a two hour set, but elected to finish half 
an hour early with no reason cited. This felt like a slight to 
some members of the crowd who had been anticipating 
this set all day. 

SATURDAY 

Principally there to advertise the new Wasa Craft line of 
boutique inspired Boss guitar pedals and Rolands range 
of amps and drums, the Boss demo truck has played host 
to several acts throughout the course of the weekend, 
including Heck and Memory of Elephants. Foes manage 
to really sell the potential of die new gear line, performing 
some prog rock with metallic undertones, the flourishes 
provided on drums even manage to overcome the 
limitations of an electric drum kit, and the tight rhythmic 
interplay between that and the bass manage to get heads 
shaking in the crowd. Top marks. 


Describing their sound as being akin to At the Drive In, 
hopes were high for Lets Talk Daggers* who begin their 
performance with a series of three chord punk numbers 
of the oi* oi* oi variety, with vocals reminiscent of Lower 
Than Atlantis' debut, putting them at odds with essentially 
every other band on the line up. The energy exhibited 
by die bassist attempts to list people out of their malaise 
but unniemorable songs punctuated by stock drum parts 
prove too large of a mountain to conquer. 

Sounding like Mars Volta at their airiest, and actually 
providing a cover at one point Skyhitch proride a strong 
counterpoint to Lets Talk Daggers. They drift too far into 
smooth jazz jam band territory at times, but otherwise 
provide an enjoyable palette cleanser for the preceding act 

A heavy Deftones influence is evident for Leeds Envoys, 
employing the Californians knack for drifting between 
crushing heaviness and lush sounding melodic passages. 
The bass hits like a truck throughout and the shifting 
uncertain rhythms, and strong quiet/loud dynamics 
maintain interest. The set proves bittersweet as the band 
announce the departure of their bassist for Canada 
shortly Hopefully this won’t prove to be die last that we 
hear of them. 

Jangly instrumental math rock is the order of the day for 
Chiyoda Ku* with songs that have an effortless ebb and flow 
to them, building and building before exploding. Tight 
rhythms and a perfectly defined guitar tone, including 
some interesting use of a loop pedal to help layer the guitar 
sound up, which prompts one crowd member to shout, 
you’re very good” at them. Possibly the most polite heckle 
ever uttered. The band manage to prevent themselves from 
disappearing up their own collective arses by tempering 
the jazzy leanings with the occasional stand out rock riff. 

With little fanfare, Belgian art-core mentalists Raketkanon 
manage to deliver die stand out set of the weekend. 
Crushingly heavy even without a bass player and some 
vocal histrionics, filtered through some interesting use 
of effects Pieter-Paul Devos’ comes across as a bonalide 
star. Invading the crowd in a move that would make Heck 
proud, Pieter-Paul proceeds to aggro the cameraman 
and carry him through the crowd with him, all without 
dropping a note. The band on stage dont slouch during 
these sections either, infusing some psychedelic freakouts 
amongst the hardcore riffs, in a performance that oozes 
personality. 

Not to be outdone, across the site Black Peaks provide 
some incendiary noise as well as some welcome cover 
from the rain, which currently looks like something 
from the Book of Revelations. In a year that has seen 
them release their first album, play two excellent sets 
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at 2000 Trees, and support The Deftones at 
Wembley Stadium, it is fair to say this is a band 
very much on the ascent. The confidence is 
palpable too, playing a set of tracks from Statues, 
Will stalks the stage and alternates between rock 
star histrionics and encouraging circle pits, this is 
a band that are showing a marked improvement 
with every passing performance. The band sounds 
apocalyptic and by the time of set closer, Saviour, 
the audience are truly enraptured and the floor is 
utter carnage. 

Providing a marked difference in sound 
Mewithoutyou provide some clean guitar tinged 
emotive jams punctuated with desperate energy. 
The slight bursts are split up by slower jams 
helping to keep the pace of the set measured. All 
in all its a much more chilled out affair than the 
firebrand preaching of Black Peaks' Will Gardner, 
but this helps them feel more distinct. 

Supergroup Mutoid Man again provide a 
departure from the established norm, such as 
it is at ArcTangent Big dumb heavy metal riffs 
performed with passion and a cheeky w T ink and 
nod flair from guitarist and vocalist Stephen 
Brodsky make for a set filled with as many laughs 
as headbangs. Mashing up elements of stoner, 
thrash and hardcore with some hilarious banter 
really help them to stand out, and provide the 
perfect atmosphere for people to get on the hard 
stuff for the last hurrah! 

Surrey math rockers and true cult heroes Meet 
Me in St. Louis take to the stage for one of the 
last times. The packed tent goes to great lengths 
to let them know they 3 11 be missed, welcoming 
them with huge cheers. It is frustrating then that 
they are beset with sound issues at the beginning 
of their set, fortunately die crowd don’t care, 
bulging and heaving, in time to the music, circle 
pits erupt, people rush to die front, crowd surfers 
flail overhead. This is everything vibrant and 
important about rock music, and is one of those 
sets that makes you remember why you fell in love 
with the genre in the first place. The highlight of 
the set has to be All We Need Is a Little Energon 
and a Lot of Luck, which has the crowd going 
appropriately apeshit. The set proves to be a 
bittersweet, but ultimately triumphant farewell to 
one of Mathrocks brightest stars.

First up hitting the stage are Black Crown 
Initiate. Considering it is their first time 
overseas, fans seem a bit unaware as to what 
this band is going to offer. The more tracks 
this band belted out, the more the crowd 
got stuck into their performance. Bringing 
together with good stage presence and 
technical writing ability, they mix a blend 
of death metal and progressive metal to 
produce melodic cleans with well-structured 
heavy, technical riffs to create an ear-pleasing 
mix to form a solid opening set. Definitely a 
band to keep your eye out for in the future. 

Next up, and fresh from Vans Warped Tour 
are VOLUMES. Lets be clear, this band are 
not made to stand still... Straight from the 
off, energy exploded with their heavy groove 
orientated sound as this band kicked off, but 
after a while, everything just got a bit tedious. 
Dressed to impress any painter and decorator 
with sense of Hip Hop style, it was clear 
from the performance that new comer 
and vocalist MYKE TERRY knows how to 
control the crowd along with spending more 


time off stage, getting right up in the fans 
faces, bringing a more intimate, up close and 
personal feel to the show! 1 feels the band 
could have played more songs from their 
older release Via as that's what a lot of the 
fan knew. But with their latest single FEELS 
GOOD, everyone in the crowd seemed 
pumped, screaming the words back at them 
before ending with WORMHOLES. 

Now for the reasons were all here... First 
of the tech metal titans VEIL OF MAYA. 
Kicking off their performance with intense 
energy, they primarily focus tonight on 
the release of their latest album Matriarch, 
which allows everyone to sing along as Lukas 
Magyar delivers clean vocals and screams 
with ease! The whole band tonight were on 
top form, and its surprising to know that 
they re only main support for this legendary 
London venue! Ending their phenomenal 
set with Mikas a, the crowd lost their minds 
creating a pit worthy for this band! Veil of 
Maya could easily have filled up a bigger 
venue after tonights performance. 

Hie final band that Sumerian has to offer 
are BORN OF OSIRIS. This band brought a 
well polished performance, featuring songs 
from the latest album Soul Sphere, along 
with a few well known hits from Tomorrow 
We Die Alive. With keyboardist David 
DaRocha jumping from playing synth live 
to chaoticaEy joining Ronnie Canizaro to 
formulate powerful duel vocals, this band 
really do put their all into tonight, and there 
is no denying the effort they truly showed, 
but unfortunately it wasn't able to live up to 
their predecessors.

Were 
sandwiched in between Black Peaks who are one of 
my favourite bands and Sikth who are also one of 
my favourite bands and we’re back on the main stage 
for the second time this year at Rock City which is 
one of the best venues in the world. It’s growing. It’s 
always growing which is great to see. Its a tough 
time for festivals, maybe because it s for such a good 
cause that It has so much more support, there’s like 
200 bands or something playing...ok, that’s a bit 
of an exaggeration but there’s so many bands and 
now they’ve leaked it into the main room at Rock 
City and 1 hope the festival goes from strength to 
strength and I hope it raises a ton of money.

You also headlined Fort Fest in Bedford recently, 
considering it’s a new festival what was it like? 

They were really lovely people, they knew' what they 
were doing and they’ve obviously chosen a great line 
up with bands like Black Peaks as well, Lonely The 
Brave and Young Guns, a lot of emerging and up 
and coming bands. They treated us better than we’re 
used to being treated and we’re used to being treated 
wonderfully, don’t get me wrong but we got a three 
course meal in the farm, the sound was great and 
the crew' were great, the lights were great, the set 
up area was great, we had a little room...posh loos 
and it was nice to hang out with Black Peaks and 
hopefully we ll get to hang out again today, they’re 
just one of my favourite new,, .newer bands and I’m 
glad to see that they’re doing well and that people 
are taking notice. But Fort Fest w'as good, it spat, 
the clouds spat a bit but it didn’t bucket it down, I 
don’t mind being rained on but I do mind walking 
around with trenchfoot. 
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to Nottingham I was like '1 should have brought a 
coat’ Cut its not a big deal because its all indoors. 
I’ve lived in this country 33 nearly 34 years* so I’m 
actually used to the weather* although some people 
never seem to get used to it. 

I’ve been here all of my Me and fm still not used 
to it and yet somehow you came here by Pedalo on 
this 'amazing* wet day. Yeah, we routed this canal 
route... 

It wasn't on the River Trent? Well actually in reality 
we had loads of time to kill and we didn’t want to 
sit in a pub all day because that’s dangerous and 
boring, so we found this huge lake at Willen Lake 
near Milton Keynes and it's got watersports and 
blah blah blah; we just saw the pedalo hiring bit Me 
and Gaz - the other guys were being really boring 
saying ‘Oh well that’s for children" and we were like, 
we’re actually the two oldest Me & Gaz. 

But mentally, you are children. Yeah! Well, w T e 
never let that go. We just wanted to get on a pedalo 
and to be honest I’m a cyclist these days, I do a lot of 
exercise pretty much daily at the moment, I do a lot 
of mileage and that pedalo was a lot harder to pedal 
than a bike that was like a 90 degree...90 Degree?! 

180 Degree? No 180 Degree would be straight up 
*laughs*. But it was hard with the water resistance 
so it wasn’t all just fun and games riding in that red 
dragon, we broke a sweat and regretted wearing 
these jumpers as we had our life jackets over the 
top.. .we needed a shower. 

You’re celebrating your twentieth year as InMe in 
October and you’re playing some quite intimate 
shows. The Tufnell Park Dome in London and 
Hie Rainbow in Birmingham being on that tour, 
was that the initial idea of the tour? To be honest, 
I don’t think we have the same amount of clout 
as we used to. It doesn’t hurt our ego to say that 
we’re a little bit off the radar these days* so we’re 
trying to change that next year because weve been 
independent for three years, which has been great 
as weVe had total control but I don’t think you can 
grow as much, as there’s too much work and I’d 
rather we concentrated on the creative side rather 
than the logistical side of things. And it’s not just 
us as a band, it’s a tough time for touring bands, it’s 
harder to get people into shows although our shows 
are doing pretty well but well rather play a packed 
out smaller venue over a quarter full bigger venue 
and I hate to say it but from a business perspective 


It makes more sense for the promoter, you don’t 
want people to lose money you want everyone to 
be a winner. 

Yeah of course! Playing to a packed out smaller 
venue looks better, doesn't it? Yeah. We did the 
Alien Ant Farm tour earlier this year, we played 17 
dates and 1 think 16 of those dates were sold out, 
it was a very strong line up with The Dirty Youth 
supporting Alien Ant Farm with InMe, it worked 
really well and the venues we played in were bigger 
venues for us. We’re not ahead of ourselves, we’re 
not thinking L well now lets go and play Brixton 
Academy’. 

Although you've played the Islington Academy a 
fair few times over the past few years. We have, 
yeah! I suppose it is the 20th Anniversary and 
things are especially going well in London. Last year 
was the Overgrown Eden & White Butterfly albums 
in full. You’ll get a lot of people that wouldn’t go and 
watch a band play a mix but if they’re playing an 
album in full I can go along and relive my teenage 
years* so that helped. This year were looking into 
new management and new labels so we’re going to 
give it another shot and the guys are going to take a 
step back from work* we’re going to come together 
and be a proper band, a full time band again because 
it’s been tricky to try and make it all work properly, 
you get what I mean? 

I get what you mean. Speaking of playing a 
mixed set list tonight’s show is a bit of a special 
one as you're giving the fans the choice for their 
favourite songs to be played and it’s pretty much 
their own constructed setlist, so what was the idea 
being that?

I just 
assumed that we would be told in advance what the 
popular votes were and I wasn’t, we realised that 
we had one rehearsal left and to learn...we have six 
albums now so that’s like* one hundred songs and 
you have to learn a song thoroughly, you don’t want 
to play half arsed and mess up all of the lyrics and 
everything else. So* I just abandoned the idea last 
minute and chose what I thought would be a fan 
picked setlist, so it is just a very healthy mix but it 
has got the classic singles from the old days, it’s got a 
few new tracks but we’re only doing a 50 minute set.

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Ahead of their crowd slaying set at Arc Tangent 
festival, we caught up with bassist Lewis Reynolds and 
drummer Paul Phillips of Meet Me in St Louis to chat 
about their expectations after a 9 year absence, bands 
they Ye sharing a bill with, their dream line-ups, and 
Phil Anselmo. 

How are you guys finding ArcTangent? 

Lewis Reynolds (Bass): Its been fun, yesterday was 
really nice we had loads of fun last night, and then 
todays just been really w r et. 

After a 9 year absence how have you found the 
comeback reception? 

Paul Philips (Drums): Really great, and totally 
overwhelming. All the reunion shows have been mad, 
the first show at the dome is one diat stands out, 700 
people singing, to die point where you could hear them 
over die music, it was just like, “wowl” 

Lewist Wed never experienced like that in this band 
before. Leeds was cool as well, as the Brudenell [Social 
Club] was like one of the first big [shows], and its also 
just an amazing venue in general. Just walking out on 
the stage, after like 9 years and hearing everyone being 
like, “FUCK YEAH!” it was just amazing. 


Are there any bands on the line-up this year that you 
guys are really excited for? 

Lewis: Three Trapped Tigers, who played last night were 
incredible, and were pretty excited to see Godspeed 
[You! Black Emperor], I imagine they're going to be 
pretty spectacular. Mewithoutvou should be pretty 
cool as well. American Football as well, are one of those 
bands you never thought youd get to see, so they Ye high 
on die list too. 

If you were in charge of your own festival line-up, 
which bands would you pick for it? 

Paul: Wed all be putting on quite different festivals, 
bands like Adamski, Journey [laughter], Nebraska 
era Bruce Springsteen, anyone thats died this year- so 
Motorhead, Bowie and all that. 

Lewis: We could also name some stuff were listening 
to at the moment that wed like to see at a festival, like 
Drake. Wed have Drake at every festival, on every stage! 
Metallica playing the first four albums, bring back Cliff 
Burton tor Ride die Lightning [The album, not die 
song], Slayer playing die first three albums, Pantera, 
before w T e found out that Phil was racist. 

Describe Meet Me in St Louis in three words! 
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Lewis: Twist, core, mentalists? 

Paul: I also want to say Field Marshall Slug, I don't know 
what tliat is, but it came from a YouTube comment I saw 
one time. 

How difficult would you say your music is to 
compose? 

Lewis: Easy man, basically turn off any filters and go 
tor it. Its really like writing any other type of music.,, 
except there's more of it! Instead of saying “ok* this is a 
song,” we say* “ok, this isn't a song, until weve written 
another 5 songs and then, put those together, and then 
its a song!” 

Paul: Were basically just like a gushing tap. Those are 
die three words for die band! A broken tap! 

Where did the idea to name your bands songs after 
movie quotations? 

Paul: Pretentious waffle wasn't it? [laughter] I think it 
came from one of the guys saying 1 am Champagne 
and you're shit” in practice* and die rest of us liking it 
and it kind of took off from there. Also when you're 
writing songs its quite difficult to think up names to go 
with them* so doing it this way makes it infinitely easier! 

Lewis: And you can have fun with it too, it became a 
sort of game for us. We were also impressed to see that 
someone had matched the references to the song names 
on our Wikipedia page, especially since You Dam n Well 
Should was misquoted. 

[The line is actually “Well* you damn well should”] 

Do you guys have any plans for the rest of the year, 
or new music? 

Paul: No plans for this band 

So is this a one off reunion tour? 

Lewis: Yeah we feel like diis is it really. If we get offered 
that US tour slot supporting Drake, or Metallica and 
Cliff Burton then well do it! 

They could get a hologram of Burton to play the tour 
with? 

Lewis: I can till in for Cliff! Behind die scenes while the 
hologram is on stage, man I'm into that.

Brujeria’s ever-changing lineup hasn’t affected their 
ability to write aggressive and invigorating material 
for their fourth album and Nuclear Blast debut, "Pocho 
Azllan. Following suit, frontman Brujo sings everything 
in Spanish and with venom. Together with the running 
theme of tongue-in-cheek social commentary on Mexican 
life in America, their classic blend of intensity and fun 
remains.
